EXHIBITION OF CONTEMPORARY PAINTINGS BY ARTISTS 
OF THE UNITED STATES 


Through the initiative of the Trustees of the National Gallery of 
Canada, we are able to present, during the month of December, an 
Exhibition of Contemporary American Paintings which represents, as 
nearly as any one exhibition can, the present day movement in painting 
throughout the United States. 


An appeal by the Trustees of the National Gallery to the Carnegie 
Corporation of New York, whose interest in the furtherance of art in 
the British Dominions is well-known and is in practical and fruitful 
operation, brought an immediate and entirely sympathetic response 
from its President, Mr. F. P. Keppel, and this exhibition is the result. 
It has been selected by a Committee especially appointed by the 
Carnegie Corporation for the purpose and possessing outstanding 
knowledge of contemporary American art and the exhibition is as 
representative of the most interesting work being accomplished in the 
United States to-day as it has been possible to make it. 


Since its inception, the scope and importance of the exhibition has 
grown and plans are now being made for its showing in each of the 
British Dominions where it will undoubtedly be appreciated and 
studied as kindly as it will be in Canada.

CHILDREN’S ART CENTRE 


The members’ classes at the Art Centre on Tuesday and Friday 
evenings are still going, but the enrolment is small in both groups. 
Membership is restricted to Art Gallery members. These are privi- 
leges of membership and are free. Only a small enrolment fee is 
charged to cover house dues, supplies, etc. 


On Friday evenings the classes are divided into groups of people who 
wish to do various kinds of drawing, painting, design, etching and 
block painting. A staff of instructors is at the service of all members. 
There is no attempt to create an art school atmosphere. If the mem- 
bers enrolled do not wish to have criticism, nobody interferes, and 
there are quite a few who have never done any kind of practical study 
before and this is admirably suited to their needs. Friday evenings 
at 7.45. 


Tuesday evening lecture series—the programme of lectures for 
December will be sent to all enrolled members. Members are invited 
to join this interesting group; there is need and room for more. 


Members’ children’s classes—Friday afternoons at 4 p.m. and Satur- 
day mornings at the Children’s Art Centre are lively occasions. 
Members are asked to enrol their children as soon as possible as there 


will be no further admissions in a short time, owing to lack of space. 
The nursery groups meet on Monday and Thursday mornings. There 
is room for a few more in these groups. 


EXHIBITION OF CHILDREN’S ART AT ROCKEFELLER CENTER, NEW YORK 


In the Mezzanine Gallery, R.C.A. Building, of Rockefeller Center, dur- 
ing November, an international exhibition of children’s paintings is 
on view. More than forty nations, through the art of their children 
from six to twelve years of age, demonstrate in vigorous terms of line 
and colour the relation of the child mind in response to the character 
of their own native environment. No finer exhibition of child-art has 
been assembled on this continent before. The promotors are to be con- 
gratulated on the success of their efforts. Brazil, Colombia, Liberia, 
Bali, Palestine, Guatemala, Tunisia and the U.S.S.R., are but a few of 
the racial origins of this exhibition. 


If one had any misgivings that the movement to liberate education in 
art from the restrictions of academic and adult curricula, of systems, 
skills, and examinations, was too free and full of license—then the 
viewing of this exhibition would convince us that the children them- 
selves are the advance guard of a new direction towards new ideas 
about childhood, about art and education. 


A collection of work of Canadian children from the Art Gallery of 
Toronto is given a prominent place in the exhibition, and justifiable 
pride prompts us to say that the children of Toronto and vicinity are 
not lacking in courage, nor imagination. The exhibition is to go on 
tour, and perhaps we may yet see it in Toronto during 1935.
